I can 
count a dozen Senators who used to tipple 
who have not drunk a drop in two years, 
and there is not a, Senator^ with perhaps 
an exception or two, jvho, is not prudent 
and most temperate in the use-of liquor. 
Nearly all of them do not touch anything 
except a light wine at dinner. It is so in 
the House. It is so with most of the 
public men. There has grown up a sen- 
timent that a man is a fool who uses li- 
quor immoderately, and that he is better 
off without any of it. 
Three years ago I 


saw one of the most brilliant members of 
the Senate staggering drunk in front of 
Willard's Hotel. The other day I saw 
that be left his champagne untouched at a 
dinner. Said he : "I haven't touched 
alcohol in any form for three years. 
I 


woke up one morning realizing that pretty 
much all the temperance lecturers have 
said were true, and I simply said to my- 
self that 1 have had enough. And I 
have. 
I have never seen the time from 


that dny to this that I have not felt a re- 
pugnance 
for 
liquor." 
Garland, >. the 


learned lawyer from Arkansas, is'a teeto- 
taler. Said he : "I was passing by the 
cemetery near my home one day, and I 
saw the graves of a dozen brilliant men 
who began lift; with me, every one of 
them hastened to his end by whiskey. 
I 


imida up my mind that I hud drunk my 
share, and stopped." In the social en- 
tertainments here, less and less wine is 
used, and the number of guests who re- 
fuse it is constantly increasing. 
In the 


old (lays a man used to fire up with rum 
before he started off in a speech, and pol. 
itics and rum used to mix well. 
But now 


a days men who used to disdain business 
are finding enjoyment in it, and they 
seem to have learned that it requires a 
cool head, and that there is far more en- 
joyment in developing successfully an en- 
terprise than there is in getting drunk, 
or in pickling in whiskey. 


Springfield, Ohio, rejoices in a curios- 


ity in the shape of a little boy four years 
of ago, who has been a confirmed smoker, 
according to the testimony of his parents 
and their neighbors, since he was four- 
teen months old. 
He is the son of a well 


known saloonist, and when only a babe in 
arms was offered a cigar in sport by one 
of his father's customers. To the surprise 
of every one, he seized and smoked it to 
the very end, continuing- after that time 
to cry for cigars as other children ciy for 
candy. He finally reached twenty cigars 
a day, and would cry bitterly if he was 
denied any part of hisallowance. A phy- 
sician was consulted, who said he could 
find no evil results from the habit, and so 
allowed him to continue. Under 
this 


permission the boy has continued to smoke 
everything—pipes, 
cigars, 
cigarettes. 


Next month he will have reached the ad- 
vanced age of four years, and the specta- 
cle of this fat little' b'aby boy in kilt 
skirts, pulling away on a black, strong 
cigar, with the air of a man of fifty, is 
said to "attract unbounded amusement 
and admiration from the patrons of his 
father's saloon."

made that he never drinks wine or beer. 
Doctors declare that all his functions are 
in a normal condition. All these state- 
ments are vouched for' as true.

DEAR Siu—Having introduced H. R. 


Bill .No 
for the redemption and 


exchange of the trade dollars for the 
standard silver dollars, I am desirous of 
knowing, for the information of the 
Committee on Coinage, how many are 
held by banks, bankers and private 
parties, taken at their face value; also 
the number taken at a discount. 


TM President in his annual message 


says they are mostly in the hands of 
speculators, and recommends "that pro- 
vision be made for their reception by the 
Treasury and Mints as bullion at a small 
percentage above the current market 
price." 
I am led to believe that the 


President is in error as to their being 
largely in'the hands of speculators, and 
in order to show that such is not the fact 
in this State I have instituted this in- 
quiry in the hope that I may be able to 
convince the Committee that they are 
largely held by parties who took them at 
their face value. As the Government 
puts its own stamp upon them and made 
them a legal tender to the extent of five 
dollart, innocent holders should not be 
compelled to lose ; as an act of justice 
the Gpvernment should exchange them 
for standard dollars at par.

blind person in every 1,138. This de- 
crease is considered to be fairly attrib- 
utable to the progressive improvement in 
the surgical treatment of affection of the 
eyes, and to the diminished prevalence 
among children of such diseases as small- 
pox.

WHAT IB THE BEST WAT TO HELP 
THE POOE TO HELP THEM8ELVES ? 


BY QEOROE E. BT.PSOM. 


How best to make provision for the 


destitute bus been a problem which has 
received much attention. 


Tbe limits assigned to this question, 


however, will not admit of a statement in 
detail of the minor methods adopted by 
both public and private charities, much 
less of a comparison of their merits. Tbe 
effort has been how best to give the nec- 
essary aid, and how. to prevent the in- 
crease of pauperism, and to reduce the 
the burden of support. 
Free and indis- 


criminate charity is a positive injury to 
both society and the pauper. It encour- 
ages idleness, which in turn breeds a 
multitude of other vices, and tends to ed- 
ucate the children to become professional 
beggars. 


Of late years the method most in use in 


this country and in Europe (and deemed 
hitherto the best) bus been that of "out- 
door" relief; »'. «., a giving to those not 
kept at an asylum for tlie poor, and 
generally without exacting anything as a 
condition of relief other than evidence of 
poverty and want. 


When employment has been imposed 


as a condition, it has reduced the number 
of able-bodied applicants. 
The recipi- 


ent of charity soon loses its energy and 
self- respect; but when he is conscious 
that his own efforts are contributing to 
his support and that of his family, his 
self-respect is preserved, and his family 
learn to rely upon themselves. 
Those 


unable tu work, or who, being able, can- 
not find it, must not be allowed to suffer. 


At the twelfth annual convention of 


the County Superintendents of the Poor 
of the State of New York, held at Ro- 
chester in June 1882, the subject of poor 
support was fully discussed ; and in a pa- 
per read by Mr. McGonegal, Monroe 
County Superintendent for twelve years, 
and approved by that body, it was 
claimed that three-fourths of the out- 
door relief furnished by public and pri- 
vate fhi»« 
1**y «m*t ill (.IjilL £5uttc nuo c. vil- 


rect injury to the recipients, as encour- 
aging indolence. 
And it may be ob- 


served that what is true of the charac- 
istics in general of the poor of that State 
is true also of the same class ehewhere. 


In 1878 the Niagara County Superin- 


tendent adopted the plan of imposing 
work as a condition of relief, and, besides 
reducing the yearly number of applicants 
able to perform some labor, a large tract 
covered with stones was in the four suc- 
ceeding years, converted into a first-class 
farm, and a large water-hole into a beau- 
tiful lawn ; to do which he required about 
four thousand loads of dirt drawn. 
Ha 


proceeded oil the idea that if a p.ior per- 
son could walk from Loukport to the 
Almshouse—three miles—with the help 
of two canes, he could do work of some 
kind. 
This method resulted in a marued 


decrease of "outdoor" relief. 


The present system of relief in Ontario 


County was adopted over fifty years ago. 
But about three yiurs ago a new plan 
was acted upon—that of visitation and 
personal examination, and a record U:pt 
of each applicant; and as a re*«lt, in 
Geneva alone, the amount of relief was 
reduced to $150, as against from $70U 
to $1,000 monthly before that. 
And yet 


nobody suffered ! 
W h y ? 
Because work 


was offered; and there are few anywhere, 
comparatively, who cannot do Miinetliing 
to earn their u>vu support. Tlie same is 
true in Saratoga County, wliere outdoor 
relief was forjnerly furnished, but being 
found bad policy, is virtually discontin- 
ued, as many per.ions would accept relief 
at home who would refuse to work on the 
Almshouse farm. 


In 1870 the County of Suffolk abolish- 


ed the poorhouses, purchased a small 
farm, 
since enlarged to two hundred 


cleared acres, on which the poor p-jrscms 
cut 2,000 cords of wood, worth $1,000, 
and in 18SO 'the farm produced 2,000 
bushels of corn,-2,100 of pota'toes, 1,000 
of turnips, 800 of whest, 4'20 of oats 
130 tons of hay, and other articles. 
And 


all this was done by '-pauper" lalxir. The 
same plan has lately, to some extent, been 
adopted by the Monroe County Super- 
intendent, who in his report made to the 
Board of Supervisors in November, 1879, 
says: "As a consequence, there have 
been less able-bodied persons in the 
Almshouse during the preceding winter 
than formerly during Unit season of the 
year." In the same report he also says 
that "if people would generally unite 
with the officers in trying to lead those 
inclined to pauperism to be SBlf-support- 
in g, and assist them to obtain employ- 
ment, the amount of outdoor relief fur- 
n ished would be reduced many thousands 
of dollars, and would produce a perma- 
nent benefit upon every family saved from 
pauperism." What is true of counties is 
also true of cities, or of smaller localities. 


The tendency of children of pauper 


parents to become paupers is proverbial. 
The Mayor of Philadelphia in a recent 
public report, states: "When public 
charity is long continued it is debasing to 
the recipient, and pauperism iu the pa 
rents generally leads to disease, vice, and 
crime in their offspring, as shown by the 
records of every department where at- 
tention to this subject is given." 
Those 


who ordinarily subsist by public or pri- 
vate charity are notably averse to doing 
anything toward earning their own living 


The State is deeply' interested in tho 


status of its people, and should care for 
such children upon the sumo principle 
which it does for orphans or other of its 
helpless citizens. 
Could the manager of 


official and private charities co-operate, 
it would add largely to the relief of so- 
ciety r-nd of its poor. This could be done 
best by districting a community, town, or 
ward, and creating a "Central Labor Bu- 
reau," where a record could be kept of 
all persons and their children entitled to 
relief, and of their ability to work, to 
which bureau all having work or homes 
or places for children could also report. 


There are many persons in every city, 


village, and even in tho country, who 
have little jobs of work for both saxes; 
who do not know where to find any person 
to do it; and there are many poor per 
sons (especially in winter) in want of em 
ployment, who do not know where to ob- 
tain it. 
By mennti of such an "intelli- 


gence office," both classes could be ac- 
commodated, and in this way many poor 
persona would be relieved from suffering 
without destroying all their pride and 
self-respect by becoming "charity" sup- 
ports. This method would ii-ced out the 
able bodied chronic pauper, relieve the tax 
payer, while the benevolently inclined 
would still have ample fields in which to 
exercise their sympathies. 


Should Congress (and it can) devote a 


portion of the large unoccupied tract of 
laiidoftho United States to tho use of 
such of the deserving poor of the States 
who aro commonly supported by charity, 
a great step would be made in the right 
direction for the relief of such poor and 
their families, who would thtn be in thu 
way to best help themselves and the coun- 
try by becoming selp-supporting. This, 
accompanied by morality and intelligence, 
would greatly lessen the burden, as well 
as the evils, of absolute poverty.

Saturn, although not near so 
bright as Jupiter, shines brightly and 
steadily exactly in the south. Saturn is 
situated half way between the Pleiades, 
or Seven Stars, and the bright red star, 
Aldebaran, which are the principal nmrUs 
in the constellation of Taurus, one of the 
constellations of the Z idi.ic.

The worst evil of furnishing relief t 


unworthy applicants is the influence it ha 
upon their children. The salvation o 
society against pauperism and crime an 
their increase in this country—to sa 
nothing of the importation annually into 
the State of New York of non-self-sup 
porting families—is to rescue the childre 
before* their life habits are formed. T 
do this, some person or persons should b 
empowered whose duty it should be t 
take charge of tbe children of those wti 
ordinarily subsist, by charity, and provid 
for them at the public expense in a prope 
manner, and where they could have th 
benefit of good moral training.

In the last ten years relics of the in- 


dustry of the early inhabitants of Switzer- 
land known as the lake-dwellers have been 
accumulated in great quantities. 
Dr. 


Victor Gross states in a recent work that 
the articles of bronze alone which have 
been found in the lakes of Bienno and 
Neufchatel number 19,600, of which more 
than 5,000 ore in his own collection. 
Many articles of stone, pottery and iron 
have been brought to light in addition. 
In these archaeological discoveries Dr. 
Gross finds evidence that the period in 
which the prehistoric Swiss inhabited tl e 
dwellings built on the lakes was one of

state of the arts, to the age in which iron 
appeared. 


The fog and smoke of London in winter

justice to all. There is no question, a, r 
think I shall demonstrate, that for the 
people, the whole people, it is better that 
our system should be maintained. That 
is indeed a foolish philanthropy which 
wastes its substance upon the vicious, the 
improvident or the desperate. 
True 


charity begins at borne, and the wise, 
good man cultivates his own estate, in 
order that he may help others." 
' 


Mr. Chace maintained that political 


economy is not a science within the reas- 
onable construction uf that term. Asc'ience 
mt'st be exact in its conclusions, and 
capable of absolute proof and demonstra- 
tion. 
He cited Joliti Stuart Mill and 


James Madison, and then turning his at- 
tention to the British tariff said : "Her 
tariff iif duties upon imports yields $96,-

than 65 per cent of the cost of manufac- 
turing these goods ; and I further assert 
from absolute knowledge that tht wages 
paid in the manufacture of these goods is 
fully 00 per cent greater than those paid 
in England and that is one of the simpler 
kinds of cotton manufacture." 


LABOR IN A TON OF PIO IRON. 


He then took up the statement

quently made by free traders, that the 
labor in a ton of pig iron is represented 
by $4 55 and by incontrovertible facts 
and figures completely disproved it rnd 
showed that to make a ton of pig iron in 
one of the best managed furnaces of Penn- 
sylvania costs $11 58 in wages.

duct of «] 8,053,210, or $2.50 in silk 
goods to $1 of capital annually. The 
number of bands that this industry em- 
ploys is given at 14,152, of whom 5,458 
are merij 5,175 women, 3,489 children. 
The men average $1.81 nday, the women 
$1.01, the children 63 1-10 cents. The 
business has buen somewhat overdone in 
this State and its condition at present is 
not altogether healthy. 
A large trade 


has been done in some cases on n small 
capital, and when the .inevitable ruin 
came, tbe market has suffered by forced 
sales at low prices " American silk mak- 
ing is, however, no longeron experiment.

FIKE IK A CONTENT. 


TWENTY-SiX LIVES LOST. 


A sad loss of life occurred by fire which 


croke out on Saturday night in the Insti- 
tute of the Immaculate Conception, a 
Roman Catholic convent, at Belleville 
III., the capital of St. Clair county 
Twenty-six persons were killed, nearly al 
being burned to death, one or two being 
killed by jumping from the windows to 
escape the flames. The fire had its ori- 
gin in a furnace in the basement, and 
when discovered the floor immediately 
above the furnace wasablaze, and volumes 
of smoke were rapidly pouring through 
the stairways, corridors and balls of the 
building. By the time the sleepers were 
thoroughly aroused the atmosphere had 
become suffocating, and all avenues of 
escape filled with blinding smoke. In the 
building there were sixty pupils, all girls 
from ten years to adult age, several 
teachers and a number of other inmates, 
and an attempt was made by the sisters 
to extinguish the flames, and, this failing, 
efforts were made to save the pupils. The 
fire spread so rapidly, however, that order 
could not be preserved, and a panic seized 
both the children and Sisters, all making 
a wild confused rush to escape. 
When 


the firemen reached the scene they found 
the doors so effectually barred and bolted 
from within that entrance was long at- 
tempted in vain; the extreme weather 
retarded their efforts to extinguish the 
flames, and they had no ladders with 
which to rescue the inmates. No proper 
means of escape in case (if fire were at- 


Arizona. The surface stratum of the hill 
had, by exposure, become hardened, and 
formed the common roof for the entire 
community. The dwellings were exca- 
vated after a common pattern, and a de- 
scription of one gives w idea of the whole. 
They bad DO intercommunication beneath 
the surface, and were only accessible by 
means of square boles leading from the 
surface by a vertical shaft to the floor of 
the main room of the dwelling. 
Holes 


cut at convenient distances along the sides 
of the shaft served the purposes of a stair- 
way. Descending the shaft the explorers 
found themselves at the side of an oval- 
shaped, arched-roofed room, about twenty 
feet in its smallest diameter. 
At the 


ends and on the side opposite the en- 
trance low doorways connected the main 
room with smaller rooms, the whole suite 
consisting of four apartments. 


A groove eighteen inches deep by four 


in width, extending from the floor of the 
main room up one side of the shaft lo the 
surface of the hill, its bottom filled with 
ashes and its sides blackened with smoke, 
formed the fireplace and chimney of the 
establishment. 
Aiound the mouth of the 


shaft a stone wall enclosed a kind of door 
yard. 
The wall seems to have served the 


double purpose of guarding against snow 
slides and preventing the accidental fall 
of an inhabitant into his own or his

As to life in the lighthouse he 
said to a Dispatch reporter: "To a poli- 
tician the place would be banishment, but 
to a Christian it is paradise. There is 
nothing to do during the present months 
when the lamps are not lighted, but to eat, 
drink, and be merry on the rations and 
literature supplied by a thoughtful gov- 
ernment. Twice in a year a government 
vessel heaves in sight and anchors in the 
roadstead opposite the beacon. 
A uni- 


formed official inspects the lighthouse, 
and a purser leaves 200 pounds of salt 
pork, 100 pounds of salt beef, 2 barrels of 
flour, 2 barrels of potatoes, 10 gallons of 
beans, 50 pounds of sugar, 24 pounds of 
coffee, 40 pounds of rice, and 4 gallons of 
vinegar." This is the government ration, 
and upon this the keeper is supposed to 
exist u^til the government remembers him 
again.

REDUCTION IN SCHOOL TICKET, AND 


IONTIILY TICKET HATES, PENNSYLVA- 
NIA RAILROAD.—New regulations went 
ntn effect January 1st, on the "United 
lailroadsof New Jersey Division," Penn- 
ylvania Railroad, governing the issue of 
ommutation tickets for school children, 
which are very liberal, in fact character- 
stic of tbe far sighted policy of the com- 
>any. 


During 1883 school tickets were sold 


at a reduction of 20 per cent, from tbe 
monthly commutation ticket rates, and 
the issue was limited to holders under 
eighteen years of age attending educa- 
tional institutions. Commencing January 
1st, 1884, the rate was reduced to 33i 
per cent, off the monthly ticket rates, 
and the restriction as to age removed. 
By this change in the regulations, per- 
sons of all ages, who are pursuing courses 
in elementary, scientific, or art schools, 
will'be entitled to the reduced rate. 4 
monthly ticket rate was also established 
for a single mile at $1.50; for two miles 
$2.50; and for three miies $3. This 
action of the company can not but be 
highly appreciated by suburban residents 
on the line, as it will afford them greater 
opportunities for having their children 
attend school in the larger cities.

of metallic tools of any description was 
discovered. 
The surface of the wood 


which the whirl was formed had appar- 
ently been charred and then ground uown 
to the required size and shape by rubbing 
it upon sandstone. 
A shaft of reed s'mi- 


lar to bamboo, a species entirely unknown 
in that region at this time, still remainec 
in the whirl. It had been broken by the 
ancient workman and neatly mended by 
winding about it a piece of fine twine. 
The ends of this twine, being examined 
under the microscope, disclosed tbe fact 
that its fibre was of very fine human hair

perfect grains of corn, walnuts, bones of 
tbe elk, antelope and wolf, portions of a 
wearing apparel of a fabric resembling 
the mummy cloth of Egypt, and other 
articles were found in abundance buried 
in the piles of debris which partially filled 
these deserted homes.
